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Introduction 


The Missouri Commission on Local Government Cooperation was established to provide 
a centralized structure linking public entities to state government. The Commission 
serves as a vehicle of communication through which state and local governments can 
meet to discuss and resolve shared problems. 


In order to enhance communication between governments this guide to state agencies 
with the accompanying descriptions, organization charts, maps, and contact listing has 
been created. 


This booklet was compiled as an introduction to the organization and responsibilities of 
the fifteen departments of Missouri state government. Sources include the Missouri 
Official Manual, 1985-1986 and official plans of state departments filed as required 
under Section 1 of the Omnibus State Reorganization Act of 1974, and RSMo 1979.

All of the departments in Missouri state government contain an administrative unit 
which provides support in fiscal management, accounting, personnel and training, 
research and data processing. Because of the similarity of duties these units are not 
described within each department. 
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Office of Administration 


The Office of Administration is the service and administrative control agency created 
by the General Assembly to combine and coordinate the central management functions 
of state government. 


The chief administrative officer is the Commissioner of Administration who is 
appointed by the Governor with the advice and consent of the Senate. The Office of 
Administration provides central services and support to ‘all other state agencies 
including accounting, budgeting and planning, building design and construction, 
electronic data processing coordination, flight operations, personnel, purchasing, and 
general services. The commissioner also directs statewide coordination of affirmative 
action and labor relations. 


Division of Accounting is responsible for the operation of the statewide accounting 
and payroll systems, social security administration, bond management, and is the 
custodian of all public accounting records of the state. 


Division of Budget and Planning is the’ central point for. analyzing and planning the 
policies and programs of state government. Here the executive budget is prepared 
which is the overall plan for financial resources which the Governor recommends to 
the General Assembly. 


Division of Design and Construction is responsible for state construction projects 
and the maintenance and operation of state-owned buildings and grounds. 


Division of Data Processing and Telecommunications is the central point for 
coordinating the data processing policies and state telecommunications of the 
executive branch of state government. 


Division of Flight Operations is responsible for operating, maintaining and 
coordinating air transportation services for officials and employees of all agencies and 


branches of state government in order to facilitate the conduct of state business. 


Division of General Services is organized into several sections. It provides essential 
management services to the state departments and to the Office of Administration 
including printing, vehicle’ maintenance, risk management, forms management, 
employee assistance programs, capitol complex security, head injury program, among 
others. The division also has the Intergovernmental Relations unit which staffs the 
Missouri Commission on Local Government Cooperation and is the state clearinghouse 
for federal assistance programs. 8 


Division of Personnel administers the State Personnel Law which includes 
recruitment and examination of job applicants among other responsibilities. The 
Personnel Advisory Board advises the personnel director and the Governor on personnel 
matters. 


Division of Purchasing is responsible for the procurement of state supply services, 
professional services, insurance and equipment except those exempted by law. 
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Department of Agriculture 


The Department of Agriculture, under the supervision of the director of agriculture, 
enforces the laws regulating the handling and marketing of agribusiness products; 
protects producers, processors, distributors, and consumers of food and fibre; and 
promotes Missouri's agriculture economy. 


The director of Agriculture, appointed by the Governor and confirmed by the Senate, 
manages development of departmental policy, operation procedures, program 
performance, and the dissemination of agricultural information to the Governor, the 
General Assembly, and the public. The director oversees the activities of the State 
Milk Board and the Agriculture and Small Business Development Authority. The 
director's office also is responsible for surveillance of foreign investment in Missouri 
farmland as well as administering the provisions related to corporate farm registration. 


Division of Animal Health, under the supervision of: the state veterinarian, 
administers laws and develops animal health programs to control and eradicate 
diseases associated with the movement and exposure of livestock. The division also 
licenses and inspects livestock markets, swine buying stations, rendering plants and 
garbage feedlots. 


Division of Grain Inspection and Warehousing inspects, grades, and weighs grains 


upon request. The division also regulates grain dealers and grain warehouses in 
accordance with Missouri laws. 


Division of Market Development, through innovative programs, promotes Missouri 
agricultural products—domestically and internationally. The division also provides 
financial assistance to the agricultural community through the Agriculture Emergency 
Fund. Assistance programs include loans for college students, crop and livestock, soil 
conservation projects, and Building Our American Communities (BOAC) grants. 


Division of Weights and Measures maintains surveillance of all commercial weighing 
and measuring devices to ensure accuracy for buyers and sellers. 


Division of Plant Industries administers required plant pest, pesticide, feed, seed, 
forest resources, and weed control programs. 


Missouri State Fair, established in 1899, showcases Missouri agriculture. The ten 
day event is comprised of displays, exhibits, and competitions which highlight the 
diversity of Missouri agriculture. 


Missouri State Milk Board administers Missouri's Grade A and Manufacturing Milk 
inspection programs. 
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Department of Conservation 


The Department of Conservation is guided by a four-member Commission appointed by 
the Governor with advice and consent of the Senate. The Commission is charged with 
the control, management, restoration, conservation and regulation of the bird, fish, 
game, forestry and all wildlife resources of the state. The Commission appoints a 
director who serves as the administrative officer of the Department of Conservation. 


Principal sources of revenue are the sale of hunting and fishing permits, the 
conservation sales tax of one-eighth of one percent earmarked for conservation, and 
revenue derived from administration of wildlife and forest resources. Substantial 
funding is made available on a matching basis through the federal government and is 
applied primarily to acquisition, development, research and forest fire control. The 
administrative structure is broken into four major components. 


Resource Management: Responsible for assuring management of Missouri's private 
and public acquatic resources, providing a well-rounded program involving wildlife 
resources, conducting research in the areas of fisheries and wildlife, carrying out 
water pollution investigations, and managing public use facilities. Fisheries and 
Wildlife divisions assume these responsibilities. 


Public Services: Provides ongoing public information and educational programs and 
services relating to conservation, outdoor skills, and natural history. Within this group 
are the metropolitan offices (St. Louis, Kansas City and Springfield) and the 
Education, Public Affairs, and Natural History sections. A primary function is also the 
development of regulations and rules pertaining to department areas, seasons and bag 
limits. 


Enforcement and Resources: Responsible for managing state forests and for 
providing to the public forest management advice and assistance; carrying out a 
Statewide wildfire control in cooperation with forest industry, rural fire departments 
and other agencies; enforcing conservation laws, rules and regulations; and is 
oo with legislative matters. Protection and Forestry divisions are assigned 
ere. 


Administrative Services: Activities include normal support functions as well as 
engineering and land planning and purchasing. 
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Department of Corrections and Human Resources 


The Department of Corrections and Human Resources supervises felons and 
misdemeanants assigned to it by the courts. By Missouri law, a person must be 17 
years of age or certified as an adult by the courts and with a sentence of not less than 
two years to be committed to the department for incarceration. Felons and 
misdemeanants placed on probation by the circuit courts are also under the supervision 
of the Board of Probation and Parole within the department. 


The department director, appointed by the Governor with Senate confirmation, is 
responsible for all program and policy determinations. 


Division of Adult Institutions is responsible for the supervision and management of 
12 adult state correctional institutions. 


Division of Classification and Treatment is responsible for the evaluation and of all 
inmates for assignment to the appropriate correctional facility, for internal transfer 
of inmates and for the development and implementation of health care, educational 
and recreational programs, and sex offender programs, as mandated by law. 


Board of Probation and Parole is responsible for all activities relating to probation 
and parole including pre-sentence, pre-investigation and supervision of probationers 
and parolees. 
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Council for Hearing Aid Dealers and Fitters 
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Department of Economic Development 


The department administers all programs provided by law relating to the promotion of 
the economy of the state, trade and business. The department policy includes the 
areas of economic development, regulation of business and financial institutions, and 
professional registration. The department director, appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the Senate, is responsible for program and policy determinations. 


Economic Development Programs promote job creation and capital investment in 
the state of Missouri. In addition, numerous programs contribute to the improvement 
of social and economic conditions in Missouri such as national, international, small 
business, research, financing and community development activities. 


Division of Job Development and Training is responsible for administering funds 
granted to the state under the Job Training Partnership Act (JTPA) and appropriate 
matching funds. 


Division of Tourism is responsible for promoting the growth of Missouri's travel 
industry. The division works to attract vacationers from out of state and encourage 
Missourians to travel in their home state. 


Division of Credit Unions is responsible for the annual examination, supervision, and 
chartering of mergers and liquidations for approximately 300 state—chartered credit 
unions. 


Division of Finance is responsible for the incorporation, regulation and liquidation 
examination of state—chartered banks and trust companies. 


Division of Insurance staff oversees the activities and regulates approximately 
60,000 licensed agents and 8,500 licensed brokers who deal with the Missouri public. 


Division of Transportation is responsible for overseeing activities relating to 
common carriers, railroad corporations, motor carriers and express companies, street 
railroads and other forms of transportation. 


Division of Savings and Loan is responsible for the incorporation, regulation and 
examination of all state—chartered savings and loan associations. 


Division of Professional Registration provides support services to boards and 
commissions such as the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional Engineers and 
Land Surveyors, etc. Each licensing board is responsible for regulating its profession. 


Public Service Commission executes all laws relating to private industries operating 
in Missouri as public utilities. 


Missouri State Council on the Arts stimulates and encourages the growth of all arts 
throughout the state. 


Public Counsel represents the interests of the public in proceedings before the 
Public Service Commission. 


Missouri Housing Development Commission insures loans to nonprofit and limited 
dividend sponsors of residential housing for low— and moderate—- income families. 
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Department of Elementary 
and Secondary Education 


The State Board of Education is a lay board consisting of eight members appointed by 
the Governor and confirmed by the Senate. Each board member's term of office is 
eight years and the terms are so arranged that only one term expires each year. At no 
time can more than four members be of the same political party. The board is vested 
with responsibility for supervision of the public school system in the state. The State 
Board of Education appoints the Commissioner of Education, who serves as its chief 
administrative and executive officer. 


The board establishes policy for the Department of Elementary and Secondary 
Education. The Commissioner of Education and the staff interpret and implement 
policies established by the board. The Department of Elementary and Secondary 
Education is largely a service agency designed to assist local school districts in 
carrying out requirements prescribed by law and to provide leadership in the 
improvement of administration and instruction of the public schools of the state. 


Division of Administration has the responsibility of providing supervision and 
coordination of administrative aspects of school operation for public school districts. 
The national school lunch program, school plant facilities, and school bus 
transportation fall within this division's area of responsibility. 


Division of Instruction is responsible for the supervision of school districts in the 
State and administers special programs for educationally disadvantaged students, 
students in need of remedial reading and gifted children. The division also administers 
the Basic Essential Skills Test (BEST). 


Division of Vocational and Adult Education is responsible for planning, funding, 
supervising and evaluating programs which serve skilled training needs of secondary, 
post-secondary, adult and special needs students. 


Division of Special Education provides assistance to public school districts in the 
supervision, establishment, and improvement of programs of instruction for 
handicapped children. The division operates the Missouri School of the Deaf, School 
for the Blind and state schools for severely handicapped. 


Division of Vocational Rehabilitation is responsible for providing a full range of 
services to disabled and handicapped persons in order to bring each to an optimum 
functioning level. 


Division of Urban and Teacher Education provides leadership, coordination and 


supervision for the concerns of urban education and teacher education including 
complete teacher certification services. 
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Department of Health 


The Department of Health is responsible for the promotion and protection of the 
public's health through education, disease and injury prevention, regulation, and direct 
delivery of health care services in order that all Missourians may achieve their fullest 
health potential. The chief administrative officer for the department is the state 
director of health, appointed by the Governor with the advice and consent of the 
Missouri Senate. 


The State Board of Health consists of seven members who are appointed by the 
governor. The Board advises the department director in the planning for and operation 
of the department; acts in an advisory capacity regarding rules promulgated by the 
department; and administers the staté Hospital Subsidy Program, the Medical 
Osteopathic Student Loan Program, and the Family Practice Residency Program. 


Division of Environmental Health and Epidemiology Services is responsible for 
environmental epidemiology, community sanitation, and radiological health. The state 


public health laboratory is also assigned to this division. This division administers 
programs for the prevention and control of communicable and sexually transmitted 
diseases, tuberculosis, nosocomial infections, and cancer; and is responsible for 
promoting the enforcement of the state school immunization law and implementation 
of other immunization programs. 


Division of Local Health and Institutional Services is responsible for the supervision 
of the department's district offices which provide direct public health services such as 
crippled children's -service, communicable disease control and environmental health 
programs. The central and district offices provide nursing and other professional 
program consultation and assistance to local health agencies which deliver the 
department's health services through contractual agreements. Other responsibilities 
assigned to the division are'primary care, medical student loan, physician placement, 
and rural and urban health initiative programs. The Missouri Rehabilitation Center in 
Mt. Vernon is assigned to this division. 


Division of Health Resources -— The State Center for Health Statistics is responsible 
for the collection and analysis of birth, death and marriage statistics, morbidity rates, 
hospital discharge numbers, health manpower and health facilities data. The State 
Health Planning and Development Agency is also assigned to this division. Other 
statewide programs administered by this division are licensing and certification of 
hospitals, home health agencies, independent laboratories, and other related health 
facilities; developing and implementing emergency medical services, including 
administering the ambulance licensure law; and, administering programs for the 
registration and surveillance of firms and individuals who manufacture or distribute 
controlled substances. 


Division of Personal Health Services is responsible for administering maternal and 
child health services including programs such as prenatal care, family planning, 
high-risk infant follow-up, prevention of mental retardation, child health conferences, 
early periodic screening, diagnosis and treatment, special supplemental foods program 
(WIC), and crippled children's services. The division is also responsible for dental 
health programs. The division also administers programs for the prevention and 
control of chronic disease such as diabetes, hypertension, sickle cell anemia, genetic 
diseases, cystic fibrosis, and arthritis. 
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Department of Higher Education 


The Coordinating Board for Higher Education has statutory responsibilities for 
Missouri's public two-year and four-year colleges and universities, the Missouri State 
Library, the Wolfner Memorial Library for the Blind and Physically Handicapped, the 
Missouri Student Grant Program, the Missouri Guaranteed Student Loan Program, the 
Missouri Prospective Teacher Loan Program, the Missouri Academic Scholarship 
Program, and the Missouri State Anatomical Board. The nine-member board is 
nominated by the Governor and confirmed by the Senate and serves a six-year term. 
At no time can more than five members be of the same political party and no more 
than one can come from each congressional district. The Board is composed entirely 
of lay persons and serves without compensation. 


The chief executive officer of the board is the Commissioner of Higher Education who 
is selected by the board and serves at its pleasure. The commissioner appoints and 
administers the staff of the Department of Higher Education. 


The Department of Higher Education has responsibility for .the development and 
continuation of a statewide master plan, academic program review, and the approval 
of new academic programs in the public two-year and four-year colleges and 
universities. The major goals of the department in its statewide planning and 
coordination efforts are to ensure financial access, promote quality, and assure 
efficiency in the system of higher education. The department maintains a statewide 
higher education information system and prepares an annual report on the status of 
higher education in Missouri. 


Associate Commissioner for Libraries and State Librarian is responsible for the 
Missouri State Library and Wolfner Memorial Library for the Blind and Physically 
Handicapped. The state library furnishes direct library service support for the 
executive and legislative branches of Missouri state government. The state library 
cooperates with six major resource libraries to provide material not available on the 
local level. Total network holdings number over six million volumes. In addition, the 
state library is designated as an official depository for all state government 
publications and operates a central distribution system for Missouri government 
documents. 


Associate Commissioner of Finance prepares financial reports and analyses to aid 
the Coordinating Board for Higher Education in the development of recommendations 
for state general fund support to public higher education and administers the statewide 
financial aid programs. 


Associate Commissioner for Planning and Information Services provides basic 
departmental support services in areas of data collection, data analyses, policy 


analyses, policy studies, academic program approval and review, and _ public 
information. | 


Missouri State Anatomical Board functions to receive unclaimed human _ bodies 
requiring burial at public expense and to distribute them for scientific study to certain 
qualified schools. 
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Department of Highways and Transportation 


The bipartisan State Highway and Transportation Commission is composed of six 
members and is the governing body of the Highway and Transportation Department. 
The Governor, by and with the consent of the Senate, appoints the members of the 
commission to staggered terms of.six years. No more than three members can be of 
the same political party. The chief engineer, chief counsel and secretary are appointed 
by the commission. All other appointments are made by the cnet engineer and the 
chief counsel, with commission approval. 


The: Missouri Highway and Transportation Department shoulders responsibilities for 
five viable transportation alternatives available to Missourians—highways, aviation, 
waterways, transit and railroads. The department, through ten district offices, is 
responsible for operation of a 32,000 mile highway system and deciding highway 
location, design, construction and maintenance as well as the Amtrack rail system. 
The headquarters office is located in Jefferson City. 


In addition, the department cooperates and coordinates with owners and operators of 
the four other modal systems in the development and improvement of public airports 
and ports, rail facilities, and the operational cost of both public transit systems and 
elderly and handicapped transportation. The following eTas1One help in the highway 
building process: 


Division of Planning maintains records, administers pedeanen determines needs and 
develops programs for improving the state highway system. 


Division of Right-of-Way is responsible for acquiring all realty rights for the 
construction and improvement of state highways _ related facilities. 


Division of Bridges is responsible for the design aad preparation of detailed plans for 
all bridge cree on the state highway system. 


Division of a, ore Plans is responsible for the preparation of all roadway plans 
and the advertising of projects for bids. | 

Division of Construction is responsible for the administration of all the department's 
eonsiucdon contracts. 


Division of Materials and Research is responsible for testing and inspecting all 
materials used in the construction and maintenance of the state highway system. 


Division of Maintenance and Traffic maintains the’ state highways through 
preservation, upkeep, operation and restoration. In eon the division is responsible 
for traffic control. 


Division of Equipment and Procurement is responsible for purchasing and 


maintaining the department's fleet of vehicles and for purchasing the various 
equipment and materials necessary for the department to do its job.

Department of Labor and Industrial Relations 


The Labor and Industrial Relations Commission, which governs the operation of the 
Department of Labor and Industrial Relations, is composed of three members who are 
appointed by the Governor with the advice and consent of the Senate for terms of six 
years. No more than two members of the commission are of the same political party. 
The commission shall nominate and the Governor shall appoint by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, the director of the department to be the chief 
administrative officer of the department. 


The Department of Labor and Industrial Relations is responsible for administering 
programs which promote job placement, provide an income contribution for workers to 
offset the loss of a job because of injury or layoff, resolve matters of majority 
representation and appropriate bargaining units, regulate wages for certain work in 
public works and construction, assist in employment of the handicapped and enforce 
Missouri's anti—discriminatory statutes. 


Division of Workers' Compensation is responsible for the administration of the 
Missouri Workers' Compensation Law which states that compensation for wage loss, 
death and medical attention is the responsibility of the employer which created the 
need. 


Division of Labor Standards is responsible for enforcing "The Prevailing Wage Law" 
and for inspection of work sites, including mines, to help identify and correct potential 
safety and health problems. 


Division of Employment Security was created to aid the public in attaining economic 
security by placing workers in jobs and administering unemployment insurance benefits 
to persons temporarily unemployed through no fault of their own. 


Governor's Committee on Employment of the Handicapped is charged with achieving 


equality of opportunity for job seekers who have a handicap through awareness, ability 
and accessibility. 


State Board of Mediation was created to mediate labor disputes occurring in public 
utilities and resolution of issues of appropriateness of bargaining units and majority 
representative status among public employees. 


Missouri Commission on Human _ Rights enforces Missouri's anti-—discriminatory 


practices statutes which protect the classes of race, creed, color, religion, national 
origin, ancestry, sex and physical or mental handicap from discrimination in housing, 
employment and public accommodations.

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Department of Mental Health 


The Missouri Department of Mental Health serves Missourians by working to prevent 
substance abuse, mental disorders, and developmental disabilities; by rehabilitating, 
treating, and habilitating persons with those conditions; and by educating the public 
about mental health. 


The department benefits from the counsel of a seven-member citizen commission, 
which makes major policy and budgetary decisions for the department, including 
hiring the director. The members of the Mental Health Commission, who are 
appointed by the Governor and confirmed by the Senate, are selected for their 
concerns and expertise in the various, facets of mental health care. 


The department is divided into three operating divisions and six staff offices that 
support the work of the divisions. The department operates 28 facilities, contracts 
with more than 1,000 private agencies to provide community-based care. 


Division of Alcohol and Drug Abuse plans and funds an array of prevention, 
treatment, and rehabilitation programs for alcohol— and drug—dependent Missourians. 
The division operates no facilities of its own, but instead, contracts with community 
agencies and mental health centers to provide detoxification services, residential and 
non-residential services, and prevention programs. 


Division of _Comprehensive Psychiatric Services plans, provides and‘ funds 
prevention, evaluation and treatment services for Missourians diagnosed as mentally 


ill. The division operates five state hospitals, two children's psychiatric hospitals, and 
four mental health centers. 


Division of Mental Retardation and Developmental Disabilities plans and provides 
direct services and contracts with other agencies to serve a clientele with such 


developmental disabilities as mental retardation, cerebral palsy, autism, epilepsy, and 
learning disabilities. The division operates five habilitation centers and 11 regional 
centers. The regional centers serve as the entry and exit points for receiving the 
division's services. 
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Department of Natural Resources 


The Department of Natural Resources is involved in environmental and 
resource-related issues. It deals with the critical area of energy, helps develop 
mineral resources, protects Missouri's environment and works to preserve the state's 
historic and cultural heritage. The goal of the department is to insure capable 
planning, management and utilization of Missouri's natural resources. 


The director, who is appointed by the Governor and confirmed by the Senate is the 
chief executive officer and appointing authority of the department. 


Division of Parks, Recreation and Historic Preservation has the responsibility for 
the acquisition, development and management of state parks and historic sites. 
Outdoor recreation assistance to local communities and statewide outdoor recreation 
planning are performed by this division. 


Division of Geology and Land Survey is responsible for the potential use and 
development of Missouri's mineral, land, energy and water resources. The division also 
determines the state's need for topographic maps and coordinates work with the 
federal mapping center. 


Division of Environmental Quality administers the technical and environmental 
programs: air pollution control, laboratory services, land reclamation, public drinking 
water, soil and water conservation, solid and hazardous waste management and water 
pollution control. 


Division of Energy has the responsibility of providing programs ‘of energy 
conservation, planning and resource development. The division also encourages the 
efficient use of energy and the increased use of Missouri's energy resources. 


Environmental Improvement and Energy Resources Authority was established to 
alleviate the cost of pollution control. It is empowered to offer low-interest loans: to 


any individual, business, institution, government or municipality to meet their 
pollution control responsibilities and obligations. Assistance is executed by the 
issuance of tax-exempt bonds or short-term notes for the construction, improvement 
or enlargement of treatment plants for the abatement or control of pollution. 
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‘Department of Public Safety 


The mission of the Department of Public Safety is to ensure the safety and security of 
Missouri's citizens and their property. The department is responsible for all elements 
of law enforcement, criminal investigation, and public safety activities undertaken by 
state government, and for coordinating these efforts with local and federal law 
enforcement and public safety agencies. 


The department is headed by a director, appointed by the Governor, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. In addition to providing direction to and 
coordination of the state's public safety effort, the director's office has the 
responsibility of establishing training standards and certifying the training of all peace 
officers in Missouri; and, administering federal and state grant funds to assist local 
and state agencies implement and improve programs dealing with commercial motor 
vehicle safety, crime laboratories, juvenile justice, witness protection, victim 
assistance, and other justice assistance-related programs. 


Office of Adjutant General is responsible for administration of Missouri's Army and 
Air National Guards which, in addition to their federal missions, are available to the 
Governor to assist in times of natural or man—made disasters. 


State Emergency Management Agency (SEMA) is responsible, for coordinating 
statewide emergency preparedness activities among federal, state, and local agencies. 


Division of Veterans' Affairs provides counseling and referral assistance regarding 
state or federal benefits to Missouri veterans, their dependents, or survivors, and 
administers state Veterans' Homes in St. James, Mt. Vernon and Mexico. 


Division of Highway Safety is responsible for the development, administration, and 
coordination of an annual, comprehensive statewide highway safety program and for 
the allocation of federal funds to state and local agencies. 


Division of Liquor Control is responsible for enforcing Missouri's liquor laws and has 
the authority to suspend or revoke licenses in cases of non-compliance. The division 
licenses 14,000 alcoholic beverage retailers, wholesalers, and manufacturers annually, 
and collects approximately 30 million dollars each year in license fees and taxes due 
on alcoholic beverages. 


Missouri State Water Patrol ensures boating and water safety through enforcement 
of Missouri's watercraft laws and boating regulations. Water patrolmen provide 
boating safety education in the winter months, and have the power as peace officers to 
enforce laws on the state's waterways. 


Division of Fire Safety conducts investigations of suspicious fires and bombings, and 
is also responsible for inspecting nursing homes and day-care centers licensed by the 
state, administering the state's boiler inspection program, licensing and enforcing 
fireworks, and establishing and implementing training standards for firefighters. 


Missouri State Highway Patrol enforces the state's traffic laws and promotes safety 
on Missouri highways, conducts criminal and drug investigations, operates commercial 
motor vehicle weigh stations, enforces commercial motor vehicle safety laws and 
regulations, and is responsible for Missouri's driver examination program. 
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Department of Revenue 


The Department of Revenue serves as the central collection agency for all state 
revenues. The primary duties of the department are the collection of taxes, titling 
and registration of motor vehicles, and licensing of drivers throughout the state of 
Missouri. Commissions assigned to the department are administered separately. 


The director of revenue is responsible for all operations and policies of the department 
and is appointed by the Governor with the consent of the Senate. 


Division of Taxation is responsible for the administration of Missouri's tax laws, and 
processes and administers forms and reports for the collection of revenue due the 
state and local taxing jurisdictions as set forth by statutes. 


Division of Motor Vehicle and Drivers License is responsible for the titling and 
registration of motor vehicles, trailers and marine craft in the state. It also issues 
operator and chauffeur licenses to qualified drivers and is responsible for the 
administrative branch and fees offices throughout the state. 


Division of Compliance is responsible for all civil field audits and enforcement of 
criminal statutes applicable to taxes. 


Division of Information Systems is responsible for the administration, development, 
implementation and maintenance of data processing and information systems within 
the department. 


Missouri Highway Reciprocity Commission is authorized to negotiate and enter into 
reciprocal agreements and arrangements with other states concerning commercial 
motor vehicle registration fees for interstate use of the highways. Fees collected are 
deposited in the highway fund. 


Missouri Horse Racing Commission is charged with the development of horse racing 
of the highest quality in Missouri. The Commission has the authority to license 
racetrack operators, determine the number of racing dogs, regulate conduct of races 
and oversee the conduct of pari-mutuel wagering. 


Missouri State Lottery Commission supervises the lottery by issuing rules, licenses 
and negotiating contracts with vendors. 


Missouri State Tax Commission exercises general supervision over all the assessing 


offices, over county boards of equalization and appeal and over all laws concerning 
general property tax. 
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Department of Social Services 


The Department of Social Services has the responsibility for coordinating programs to 
provide public assistance. While many programs provide needed financial assistance 
and services, other units work simultaneously toward the reduction of all forms of 
financial dependency. 


Administrative responsibility for the department is assumed by a director who is 
appointed by the Governor with approval of the state Senate. Ultimately, the director 
is responsible for all program and policy determinations, except as otherwise provided 
by law, and establishes priorities for program implementation. 


The Division of Aging (DOA) is responsible for coordinating all programs relating to 
the lives of older Missourians. Older adults are assisted in remaining in their own 
homes through the use of "alternative services." When necessary, however, guidance is 
also available to help the elderly select an appropriate long-term care facility. In 
addition, DOA is responsible for licensing and monitoring the state's residential care, 
intermediate care and skilled nursing care facilities. 


The_ Division of Child § rt Enforcement (DCSE) provides services to locate 
parents absent from the home of their children, enforces payment of court-ordered 
child support, and establishes paternity. DCSE also helps families to identify absent 
parents and to obtain information about the financial circumstances of those 
individuals. This information is then referred to the appropriate officials for 
necessary action. 


The Division of Family Services (DFS) administers federal and state programs to 
assist persons of all ages. The major sections within DFS are the Income Maintenance 


Section which handles programs of financial assistance, including Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children (AFDC), food stamps, and low-income energy assistance; the 
Children's Services Section which provides social services, including foster care, 
residential care, counseling, protective services and day care to children and their 
families who are in need of services because of child abuse or neglect or who are at 
risk of abuse or neglect; and services to the blind and the visually impaired. 


The Division of Medical Services (DMS) is responsible for the administration of 
Missouri's Medicaid Program with the exception of the determination of eligibility 
which remains with DFS. Medicaid's goal is to provide health care for needy 
individuals through payment to providers of medical goods and services. In this regard, 
the program promotes good health, prevents illness and premature death, corrects or 
limits disabilities and provides rehabilitation to handicapped individuals. Today, more 
than 310,000 Missourians who meet the established financial and/or medical guidelines 
are able to receive health care services through the programs administered by DMS. 


The_ Division of Youth Services (DYS) provides classification, institutional care, 
group care, foster care and aftercare supervision of youths committed to its care by 
the state's forty-four judicial circuits. Commitments are indeterminate; most youth 
are assigned to a facility until they are approved for return to their homes under 
supervision of the Division's aftercare program.
